Mo., April 2.—Nine 
pouches of registered mail were ob­ 
tained in a holdup of a mail truck in 
he business district here today. 
Po­ 
lice asserted it was the boldest rob­ 
bery in the city’s history. 
The mail 
was for delivery to large business 
firm s including banks and broker­ 
age houses. Postal officials explain­ 
ed tho amount of money and valu­ 
ables obtained could not be ascer­ 
tained until the records of registry 
were checked up. 
Chief Postoffice Inspector Reuter 
stated a hurried check-up showed 
there were 327 registered letters in 
the pouches and indications were 
that their values would not exceed 
$2,000. 
Ordinarily there would have been 
only three sacks of registered mail 
in the truck, it was explained by 
postoffice officials, but yesterday be­ 
ing Sunday there*w as no delivery of 
registered mail and this tripled the 
usual amount. 
A check showed there was no 
mail for any of the large downtown 
banks in tho stolen pouches, but it 
was said there probably was mail 
for the smaller banks in the down­ 
town district, stock brokerage con­ 
cerns, commission houses, and other 
business establishments.
